'ISM aamuper* h*»e lately taken up 
th» tnbject of making sugar from rags, 
and »oiae of them seem to regard it as a 
new inventioD. This however ii by no 
means the case. It baa been long known 
to chemists that if vegetable fiber, such 
as that of cotton, flax, etc., be submitted 
to the action of sulphuric acid, it is con- 
verted into soluble starch or dextrine, 
and this is readily convertible into sugar. 
The ordinary process of malting is sim- 
ply a conversion of the starch of the 
barley into sugar by the agency of a 
ferment called the " diastase, which is 
formed in the barley, and is so effective 
that only one five-hundredth part is 
sufficient to set up the action by which 
the insoluble starch is converted into 
dextrine, and then into sugar* This oc- 
curs when the grain of barley is sown in 
the ground, and is the natural operation 
by which the germ is fed ; the germ, 
having neither month nor stomach, can 
not take solid food like the original 
granules which surround it in the seed ; 
but when that starch is converted into 
sugar, the baby plant can absorb it, and 
continues to absorb it until ito rootlets 
and first leaf are formed. By this time 
the sugar is all used up, but the plant is 
now able to obtain its nourishment from 
the ground by its root, and from the car- 
bonic acid of the air by its green leaf or 
leaves. 


Snob is the ordinary life history, not 


only of the barley plant, but of all 
others. The starch is to the plant germ 
what the yolk and white of the egg are 
to the chick germ. H the sugar was 
ready formed in the seed it would be die- 
solved away by the water in the soil, and 
the germ would perish prematurely, bnt 
by the exquisite chemistry of nature the 
conversion of the insoluble starch into 
the soluble food of the germ goes on just 
as fast as the germ can use it, and thus 


can shift for itself. The malster forces 
the natural process, and then kills tha 
germ by roasting the seed when he has 
obtained the ma-rimnm amount of sugar.

which is conducted the whole process of 
making sugar from rags, the fiber of the 
rags being represented by the fiber of 
the unripe fruit. Every boy who has 
struggled to eat «u unripe apple or a 
pear knows that the unwholesome luxury 
is what be cafe "woody," m watt as 
sour. TheefcMBttfcw^iiBii&Mr- 
His technical n»»« for tbe tough mstatial 
is "woody fiber," under wfeioh nan* he 
includes nearly all the fibrous materials 
of the vegetable world, for they all have 
fundamentally similar chemical composi- 
tion. This woody fiber is made up of 
carbon and the elements of water. 
Starch and sugar are composed of the 
same elements, their differences of prop- 
erties being due to differences of ar- 
rangements and proportions of the con- 
stituent elements. Thus the change of 
insoluble starch into dextrine, and dex- 
trine into sugar, or the change of woody 
fiber into dextrine and sugar, are effected 
by very small modifications of chemical 
composition. 


We all know that the. unripe apple or 


pear is sour, or that it contains an acid as 
well as the woody matter. Now, this 
appears to act after the manner of the 
sulphuric acid that the chemist applies to 
the rags, bnt it acts more slowiy and 
effectively. The sweetest of pears are 
gathered when hard and quite unfit for 
eating, bnt by simply setting them aside 
and giving this acid time enough to do 
its work, the hard fibrous substance be- 
comes converted into a delicious, sweet, 
juicy pulp. 


The natural chemistry bete has a great 


advantage over the artificial operation, 
seeing that the natural acid either be- 
comes itself converted into sugar or 
combines with the basic substances in 
the fruit, forming wholesome salts. Not 
so the sulphuric acid of the chemist 
He must get rid of this from his rag 
sugar; and herein lies the difficulty of 
the process. 
To do this practically 


would cost so much that the rag sugar 
•would be far dearer than that which na- 
ture beneficently manufactures by simi- 
larly, bnt more effectively, acting upon 
the fibers of the sugar cone or beet root. 


There is little risk of the sugar trade 


being disturbed, or of the paper makers 
being deprived of their raw material, by 
the rivalry of rag sugar, though the 
chemist may display m a show glass 
some crystals that he has made from one 
o! his own worn-out shirts. — New Or- 
leans Sugar Planter.

Timber Culture. 


Any person who is the head of a fam- 


ily, or, ii single, 21 years of age, a citi- 
wn of the United States, or who has de- 
clared his intention of becoming a citi- 
Een, may make an entry under the tim- 
ber culture or as it is commonly termed 
"bee-claim" law. The claimant is re- 
quired to take out preliminary papers as 
in a homestead, and this IB done by 


land selected and making affidavit that 
the tract applied for is prairie land, and 
is taken for tile purpose of cultivating 
timber. The fees required to be paid 
are $10, if the tract entered be more than 
eighty acres, and 85 if an eighty or less. 
The comrnisspn also required to be paid 
is $4 at the date of the entry, and a like 
sum when the claim is "proved up." 
Entries under this law are restricted to 
160 acres. 


The claimant (if he entered 160 acres, 


is then required to break or plow five 
acres during the first year, and five 
acres more during the second year. The 
five acres plowed the first year ore re- 
quired to be cultivated by raising a crop 
during the second year, and to be 
planted in timber, seeds, or cuttings 
anting the third year. The five acres 
broken during the second year are re- 
quired to be cultivated during the third 
year, and to be planted in timber, seeds 
or cuttings during the fourth year. The 
tracts embraced in entries of a less quan- 
tity than one-quarter section are required 
to be plowed or broken, cultivated and 
planted in trees, tree-seede, en cuttings, 
during the same periods, and to the 
same extent in proportion to their total 
areas, as are provided for in entries of 
a quarter section. 


No final certificate will be given, or 


patent issued, for the land until the 
expiration of eight years from the date 
of entry; at the expiration of that time, 
or at any time within five years there- 
after, it most be shown that the claim- 
ant has planted, and for not less than 
eight years has cultivated and protected 
the required quantity of trees. 
The 


number required to have been planted 
is 2,700 trees to the acre, and at the 
' .He of proving up there must be grow- 
ing at least 675 living and thrifty 
trees to each acre. In other words, at 
the end of the time allowed the settler 
must have on a.lCO-acre tract 6,760 trees, 
or on an 80-acre tract 3,375 trees, and 
1,688 trees on a 40. The requirements 
of l»w pertaining to on entry of 120 acres 
are the same as for on 80-acre tract and 
a 40-acre tract combined. Trees, seeds 
and cuttings can be obtained in the 
Territory at reasonable cost. No resi- 
dence on the land, nor in 'fact in the 
Territory, is required under the timber 
culture laws. 


Where a homestead settler dies before 


the consummation of his claim, the 
widow, or, in case of her death, the 
heirs may continue settlement or culti- 
vation, and obtain title. If both parents 
die, leaving infant children, the home- 
stead may be sold for cosh for the ben- 
efit of such 
children; or the chil- 


dren may continue settlement 
or 


cultivation and receive title. If a pre- 
emptor dies before completing his chum 
the title may be perfected by the exec- 
utor, administrator or one of the heirs, 
and the title will pass to " the heirs" 
of deceased claimant. Under the tim- 
ber culture laws the land passes to the 
" heirs or legal representatives " in case 
of death of the original claimant, 


Under the laws referred to, any per- 


son coming within their provisions can 
become the owner of 480 acres of land. 
Should the settler not feel able to "pre- 
empt " he can secure 320 acres under 
the* homestead and timber culture laws. 
Claims taken under these laws are ex- 
empt from taxation until patents ore 
issued, and are not-liable for debts con- 
tracted prior to that time.

Bat in many inataneM he is ao ill-fed 
that whole districts are afflicted with 
a disease called pellagra, which is a 
wasting away of the bodily tisanes 
until death releases the victim. Tbe 
progress of this disease has began to 
alarm to* physicians and scientists 
of the kingdom, who are seriously 
concerned for the futnre of the race in 
the peninsula. In Venetian Lombardy 
the progress of the disease has been 
rapid. There are now in the prov- 
ince more than sixty thousand of the 
pel agrom patients, as compared to 
sevaatoM thousand in 1986. No 
woafar tke peamkia are ready tore 
volt against the land proprietors.
